Town to award 
construction 
contract for 
Shantz

After a heated debate and a tough few weeks of thought 
and consideration, the town of Didsbury council made a 
motion to award a construction contract for the Shantz 
Crossing Business Park to J.S. Ferguson Construction 
Inc., as well as move forward with the new stormwater 
pond for the project. 

The decision came to pass at the regular council meet¬ 
ing of April 24, which saw another full house of enthused 
residents who were given the floor to speak their mind 
before the motion was made late in the evening. 

Prior to the meeting, councillors had sat down with 
Wayne Poffenroth, a developer who had voiced his con¬ 
cerns about the project at the previous meeting, and a sec¬ 
ond source to discuss recommendations and other 
options moving forward. 

However, despite this meeting and the recommenda¬ 
tions offered, the motion to hold off the official awarding 
of t he const ruction contract was defeated, and the motion 
to move forward was passed. 

Once again, residents voiced their concern over the 
debt the Shantz project could introduce to the town and 
the lack of pre-sales on Shantz’s lots during an open-door 
discussion that took place before the decision was made. 

“I want to know how and why the town would have ever 
wanted to put Didsbury in that level of debt,” said Ric 
Wohlgmuth, who had spoken at the last special Shantz 
meeting. 

Mayor Brian Wittal assured that the total town debt pro¬ 
jected in the 2012 budget, with the Shantz project taken 
into account, was $8.5 million, with the town debt limit at 
$12 million. 

“We are not at the limit, we are not exceeding the limit 
and we are not planning to exceed it,” said Wittal, adding 
that debt repayment has been $1.2 million a year for serv¬ 
ice in debt. “We are well within our limits to be able to 
manage and service debt.” 

Wittal went on to say that the Shantz project was a 
means to help balance the imbalance in the commercial- 
industrial and residential tax pools, and that the introduc¬ 
tion of Shantz and the businesses it is supposed to be 
bringing will help add to town revenue in that regard. 

This balancing of tax pools would help the town pay for 
other upcoming projects in the future as well as other 
pricey endeavours, such as having to pay for the RCMP in 
another five years when the updated population census 
comes in at over 5,000 people (assuming the provincial 
government is still using its current process then). 

Other potential town projects, such as a new library, fire 
hall, and arena upgrades, also had to be taken into 
consideration. 

“How do we look at offsetting these things in the com¬ 
munity as it grows?” asked Wittal, adding that Shantz can 
help do this by generating tax revenue behind its long¬ 
term businesses, which will also help pay the debt the 
town has sooner. “How do we take on debt for these kind 
of projects? That is the strategy behind Shantz. You have 
to take on debt to do that.”

“Our number one priority is to get busi¬ 
nesses in there its soon as possible," 
Wittal said. “Overall, I don’t see it as a 
nupor risk or major gamble, it’s a calculat¬ 
ed gamble, that is why we are looking at 
this project from all aspects, what is the 
best way to proceed forward. If we sit on 
it, that doesn’t get us anywhere.” 

“It was a council objective for Didsbury 
to help improve imbalance in taxation 
structure. This is not a surprise, we’ve 
been looking at this for a number of 
years, it’s part of the long-term philoso¬ 
phy we are doing [for the tax imbal¬ 
ance]." 


“1 don’t care about Shantz, it can wait, 
there are more important things going 
on," said Rick lavigne when tin 1 floor 
reopened, voicing additional concerns 
about Calgary bank-confirmed property 
values in Didsbury decreasing. “Don’t talk 
to me about futures, tell me about now. 
Stop with this futuristic programming, 
focus on immediate problems, putting us 
further and further in debt wall not solve 
problems." 

When asked how sales were looking for 
Shantz, Wittal said that there were two 
potential lot buyers at that time. 

“1 would love to see Shantz fill up, 
but...I don’t see a bunch of people com¬ 
ing to Didsbury," said Lance Plewis from 
the floor. “1 don’t see how we can sell it 
here, compared to Crossfield, Olds, or 


Airdrie... I don’t see it filling up, I see it as 
the thing that pushes us over the top.” 

“I think all of us want to see it grow, I 
disagree with the way we are going about 
it. It is huge potential... Brian is passion¬ 
ate about Shantz, maybe other people 
are. If it goes 1 would love to see it filled, 
but 1 don’t see that.” 

Residents asked for other council mem¬ 
bers to voice their opinions and thoughts 
on Shantz and the discussion at hand as 
well. 

“Nobody used to show up for council 
meetings, it’s good to get involved,” said 
Conn. Ray Anderson. “We need more 
involvement...We believe we are trying to 
do what is best. I am comfortable with 
what has happened with council in the 
past week or so.” 


“We all live here, we’ve chosen this 
community to live in for various reasons, 
we’ve come to understand the beauty this 
community has. Streets, parks, there’s 
deficiencies we’ve noticed,” said Conn. 
I,avar Adams. “I believe if we can contin¬ 
ue to have the voice of citizens at large 
we can more forward positively. It will 
scare a lot of people, some risk has to be 
taken, but we cannot grow in a vacuum, it 
will ctist us something. It depends on how 
much we are willing to sacrifice for this 
community.” 

Though several attending the meeting 
left before the official motion was passed, 
the decision was heard, with council 
members anticipating unhappiness from 
some residents regardless of which way 
they chose to move on the topic.

“Being a resident of this 
town, I’m fed up with the 
way the situation is 
going,” said Joe Falconi, a 
Didsbury local and sup¬ 
porter of the petition.

and another petition may 
be in the works. 

Since the motion on 
Shantz was made at the 
April 24 regular town 
council meeting, Didsbury 
resident Rick Lavigne, 
with the help of friends 
and other supporters, has 
begun to collect signa¬ 
tures for a petition of 
inquiry. 

The petition, which

Keep the noise down, police remind residents 


Didsbury RCMP are 
advising residents of 
Carstairs to keep the noise 
down, after several recent 
loud noise complaints. 

“Now that spring is upon 
us and summer is close by, 
people are enjoying their 
yards a lot more,” said 
Cpl. Warren Wright of 
the Didsbury RCMP. “Last 
week, police were dis¬ 
patched to complaints 
involving residents throw¬ 
ing parties in the evening, 
which inevitably spilled 
outside and woke up their 
neighbours.

within the Town.”

West Central Alberta’s 
MLAs face big challenges 

The triumph of the Alison Red ford Tories in the 
recent provincial election - with the PCs gamer¬ 
ing yet another in a long line of comfortable 
majorities - may not neces¬ 
sarily end up being great 
news for the new crop of 
West Central Alberta 
Wildrose MLAs and their con¬ 
stituents. 

While the Tories managed to 
gamer 61 seats provincewide, 
ensuring a majority govern¬ 
ment for the next four years, 
the Wildrose did manage to 
win seats in the Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills, Rocky 
Mountain House-Rimbey- 
Sundre, and Innisfail-Sylvan Lake ridings (along 
with 14 other seats). 

As such, many West Central Alberta residents 
now find themselves being represented by oppo¬ 
sition MLAs, instead of by government-side 
MLAs. 

Where in the past West Central Alberta MLAs 
have ‘had the ear of the government’ when it came 
to seeking out financial support for projects in 
their respective communities, they now find 
themselves across the legislature floor, fighting 
the government instead of being in the govern¬ 
ment camp. 

Judging from past experience, those same West 
Central Alberta MLAs could very quickly find 
themselves facing day-to-day uphill battles when 
it comes to being considered for a fair share of the 
government spending pie. 

Like it or not, that’s the way the system works in 
Alberta and Canada, with those in power being 
able, if they so chose, to put their own con¬ 
stituents’ interests front and centre while relegat¬ 
ing their political ‘enemies’ and their constituents 
to the unenviable position of being on the outside 
looking in.

Those 
include a growing need for upgrades to highway 
infrastructure, hospitals and schools, and a myri¬ 
ad of other facilities.

West Central Albertans have chosen to elect a 
batch of new Wildrose MIj\s to replace the 
incumbent Tory MI As who lead the region for 
decades. Perhaps those same voters were also 
counting on Wildrose to win big provincewide? 

Nevertheless, while it’s interesting to think what 
could have been had Danielle Smith won it all, the 
new West Central Alberta MLAs now face an 
uphill batt le that will be full of challenges that res¬ 
idents will need them to meet.

Redford offside on Mar file

At the time, the PC cam¬ 
paign and Redford insisted 
they had seen nothing of 
the report despite the close 
connections with the 
Premier’s office. 

Wildrose MLA Rob 
Anderson criticized 

Redford for fumbling the 
Mar file from the start by 
keeping the report behind 
closed doors and by hand¬ 
ing out a patronage posting 
in the first place. 

“Redford is building a 
reputation of wanting to 


keep the public in the dark, 
whether it’s her time as 
Justice Minister creating 
laws that shroud illegal 
donation investigations 
into secrecy, or punting 
important issues until after 
the election,” Anderson 
said. “It’s time to hold an 
open and transparent com¬ 
petitive process for inter¬ 
national offices instead of 
continuing on with the PC 
pattern of giving plum 
patronage postings to party 
officials."

Your country’s borders and foreign 
interests are protected by a highly- 
trained and well-equipped military. 

Within the country, we are 
protected by civil and criminal laws 
which defend us against all manner 
of offences. This is backed up by a 
police force which will restrain and 
if necessary incarcerate people who 
break our rules. 

The food we buy in the grocery 
stores is scrutinized and so safe 
that we don’t think twice about 
trusting it. 


The network of paved roads that 
we can drive on without paying tolls 
is extensive, and provides a benefit 
beyond merely our driving on it. It 
also allows for the economical trans¬ 
portation of most of the goods we 
buy. 

Children are provided with an 
extensive and comprehensive educa¬ 
tion from kindergarten to Grade 12, 
including trained teachers, suitable 
facilities and all sorts of enrichment 
so that they can be well prepared for 
life as adults. 

If you are sick or injured there are 
hospitals and clinics that will help 
you get well again. If you are down 
on your luck there are systems that 
will help get you back on your feet 
again. 

We maintain amicable foreign rela¬ 
tions with other countries so that, 
by demonstrating with your passport 
that you are from Canada, you can 
gain access to many other countries. 

All this (and much more) would 


be difficult to negotiate or afford on 
an individual basis. 

Taxes are a pain, certainly. They 
take some of your money, and that’s 
unpleasant.

Some claim that governments 
can reduce poverty by raising 
welfare rates and making bene¬ 
fits easier to get . 

However, the only real poverty 
reduction in half a century of 
w elfare policy has come about by 
raising employment rates, not 
welfare rates. 

Work is good for people, and 
more people 1 working is good for 
society. 

For many adults, if not most, 
who find themselves on welfare 1 , 
employment is by far the most 
likely path out of poverty. 

Among female single parents, 
for example, poverty and depend¬ 
ency rates have declined as their 
employment rate>s have 
increased. 

Yet, hundreds of thousands of 
Canadians still remain on wel¬ 
fare. If the task before us is to 
move more low-income citizens 
from dependency to employ¬ 
ment, front poverty to prosperity, 


welfare is part of the problem, 
not the solution. 

Welfare competes with wages. 
When welfare benefits are 1 higher 
than earnings, dependency 
increases. When welfare 
becomes an attractive alternative 
to work, it becomes le'ss sustain¬ 
able because fewer people are 
working and paying taxes to sup¬ 
port more who are not working. 
This fact means that there are 
very real limitations on how far 
governments c an go to reduce 
poverty through passive benefits 
like welfare. 

Canada very nearly reached the 
limits of welfare policy 20 years 
ago when about one in eight 
Canadians relied on welfare for 
their living. The more enlight¬ 
ened governments of the day 
responded wisely, restructuring 
benefits to make work more 
attractive and beefing up employ¬ 
ment services. The result has 
been lower welfare dependency, 
steadily declining poverty rates, 
and a modestly more inclusive 
society. 


There are, however, still many 
single individuals and family 
heads on welfare who are capa¬ 
ble of working but do not. Too 
many children still grow up in 
workless households, never 
themselves developing a work 
ethic. It makes little sense at any 
time, but particularly where there 
is strong labour demand. 

The key weakness of the wel¬ 
fare system is that it pays people 
not to work. Over the long term, 
people will tend to do what they 
are paid to do. In this sense, the 
welfare system itself has created 
a category of citizens who are 
chronically workless and outside 
the margins of the labour force. 

To change this situation, we 
will need to leave behind the 
notion that fighting poverty is 
just about giving money to the 
poor because we know that how 
people get their money is impor¬ 
tant too. The best way to reduce 
poverty is to increase employ¬ 
ment among low-income adults 
and to make sure that working is 
fairly rewarded. 


Part of this can be achieved by 
more rigorous work expecta¬ 
tions. We need to make sure that 
governments do not drive entry- 
level jobs out of the economy 
because these are the jobs that 
welfare recipients need most. We 
also need to make sure that peo¬ 
ple who do honest work have a 
reasonable living standard and 
have opportunities to move up in 
the work world over time. 

Social policy can help or hinder 
this plan. Welfare has too often 
been seen as an acceptable alter¬ 
native to work. Its administra¬ 
tion is complex, cumbersome 
and often demoralizing to benefi¬ 
ciaries. To move to a better 
approach, we should strip wel¬ 
fare to its basics - replacing most 
of what is now in welfare with 
work-friendly social supports. 

If we are to invest public 
money in an individual, we need 
to make sure that our invest¬ 
ments are socially useful. A sup¬ 
plement or support to a low- 
income working person costs 
less than welfare and produces 


better outcomes. Services to 
move adults from welfare to 
work would cost money, but 
would pay a huge and long-last¬ 
ing dividend. 

The welfare- system was creat¬ 
ed with good intentions as a way 
to offer social protection and 
fight poverty. Because it exists, 
there is virtually no involuntary 
destitution in Canada, and that 
achievement should be noted. As 
a tool against poverty, however, it 
has most certainly failed. 

Canada could be a country 
where effort and reward still 
count, but where every adidt who 
participates and contributes is 
part of a community of citizens. 
Moving closer to that goal means 
leaving the welfare era behind, 
and moving on to a more modem 
and dynamic social policy.

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Show community pride with spring cleanup

The Town of Didsbuiy is 
getting ready for some 
spring cleaning with the 
upcoming Landfill Days 
community cleanup. 

The five-day cleanup 
encourages residents to 
tidy up their homes and 
yards to benefit the com¬ 


munity on a clean and eco- 
friendly level from May 22 
to May 26. 

“We’re trying to get the* 
community involved in 
cleaning up the town,” said 
Public Works administra¬ 
tive assistant Meg Phillips. 

On May 22, the cleanup 
week will kick off with 
White Day, when the town 
will be collecting appli¬ 
ances (fridges, freezers, 


stoves, washers, dryers, 
dishwashers and bathtubs 
to be exact) for a $15 fee. 

For the elderly or those 
unable to bring appliances 
to the curb, an appoint¬ 
ment can be made with the 
town to pick these items up 
for $10 on May 23. 

As for residents bringing 
their unwanted appliances 
and other garbage to the 
landfill, they can pick up a 


ticket from Public Works 
between May 1 and May 19 
for $10 to hand to an atten¬ 
dant at the landfill site to 
absolve them of regular 
site charges for the cleanup 
week. 

“The ticket will require a 
proof of residency, such as 
a utility bill, to show you’re 
from the town and not the 
county," said Phillips. 

Phillips explained that a 


few years ago, this process 
was not used and the sin¬ 
gle-day cleanup event 
became something of a 
hectic “free-for-all". 

This year the event will 
be held over the course of 
five days and mainly for 
town residents, to ensure 
more organization and less 
stress for landfill 
attendants. 

As for why residents 


should wmit to participate 
in the cleanup, Phillips said 
it was a good way to show 
pride in the community. 

“It boosts pride, we want 
to attract new families and 
businesses to Didsbury,” 
said Phillips on the benefits 
of cleaning up around the 
community. 

“We’re proud to show to 
the world that we have a 
clean community.”
